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Hedron Salvages 
Crashed Blimp 


To Blimp Hedron THREE, Detachment 
THIRTY-THREE, (Lt. R. B. Gibson, 
officer-in-charge,) fell the task of salvag- 
ing the K-103, which crashed in Tillamook 
Bay near Bay Ocean on the afternoon of 
18 March. In direct charge of the oper- 
ation was Chief Boatswain T. C. Brandes, 
who was ably assisted by CBM T. A. Tan- 
ner, ACMM F. E. Barden, and other men 
of the detachment. 

With an oyster barge owned and oper- 
ated by Mr. Jesse Hayes and sons of Tilla- 
mook, tractors, trucks and lifting equip- 
ment and crews from NAST Public Works 
Department, supervised by Mr. J. J. John- 
son, and small boats furnished by the 
Coast Guard at Garibaldi, work began on 
the morning of 20 March. 

Salvage work completed on 23 March, re- 
sulted in saving the car by flotation. 

The success of all operations was due in 
no small part to the excellent cooperation 
of the Coast Guard, the Steinbach Iron 
Works, the Oregon State Highway Police, 
the local telephone and power companies, 
the operators of the salvage barge and 
all Navy personnel.

“WAR NOT OVER”—SecNav 

Here is a direct message from the Under 
Secretary of the Navy: 

“The war is definitely NOT almost over. 
Before us lies the choice of winning by a 
knockout or settling for a rather doubtful 
decision. The Marines who gave their 
lives to win a few more yards of black mud 
at Cape Gloucester and who died on the 
nightmare reefs of Tarawa, and who are 
dying on Iwo Jima, were fighting all the 
way—to the end. 

“Are we in a position to say that here, 
in the safety of our homes, we who sent 
them to battle, are not ready to match 
their determination?”

At Saturday morning activities on 24 
March, 1945, station personnel heard a 
frank, informal discussion of the G. I. 
Bill of Rights by Colonel S. P. Arnold, 
(ret.), veteran of World War I, who lost 
his sight in the line of duty. 

With his seeing eye dog, MacDougal, at 
his feet, the Colonel spoke briefly of his 
own readjustment to civilian life before he 
emphasized the educational opportunities 
the government is providing veterans of 
World War II. He also urged his listeners 
to take an active part in national and com- 
munity affairs when they return. 

National Figure 

The story cf the Colonel’s contribution 
to his own community of Tillamook has 
elements of the heroic. 

A member of the Tillamook Lion’s Club 
and the American Legion for 26 years, he 


taught local aliens the meaning of real 
Americanism in naturalization § classes 
while he drew up plans for the Oregon 


Guilding Friends, a non-profit organiza- 
tion for the training of Seeing Eye dogs. 
Before this project was completed, the 
Japs struck at Pearl Harbor and threw the 
entire West Coast into an alert. Aware of 
the dangers of the unprotected coastline, 
the Colonel! set about organizing the Tilla- 
mook Guerrillas, 1800 self-armed men from 
all walks of life, determined to defend 
their homes against aggression.

Since that time the Colonel has heard 
much and sensed more of the present war, 
and though he and Mac have spanned the 
continent many times, he feels that his real 
contribution to the war has been talking 
with the men and women of the armed 
services in this corner of the Northwest, 
preparing them for the adjustment that 
lies ahead, advising them of their many 
post-war opportunities. 

He is a frequent visitor at Northwest 
Army and Navy hospitals and _ stations, 
where his courage and his clear-cut wis- 
dom have been an inspiration to many.

Ilinois—Counties Primary Elections 
10 April 1945 

New Jersey—State Primary Hlection 
15 May 1945 

Pennsylvania—State Primary Election 
19 June, 1945 

(Candidates to be chosen at this election 
will be two Judges of the State Superior 
Court and municipal and county officials 
throughout the state.) 

Ballots will not be mailed automatically 
or on application of a friend or relative, 
as in the general election of 7 November, 
1944. Voters must make individual appli- 
eation for a ballot. Postcard applications 
may be mailed at any time. Executed bal 
lots must be received by the County Board 
of Elections not later than 26 June, 1945, 
to be counted. IN APPLYING FOR ANY 
PRIMARY BALLOT BE SURE TO INDi- 
CATE CHOICE OR PARTY (Item No. 6 
on postcard). 

Postcard instructions for state absentee 
ballots may be obtained from Lt. John 
Marsh, Jr., Station Voting Officer, whose 
office is on the top deck of the Ad Build- 
ing. 

Date of forthcoming general, special and 
primary elections of all states will be pub- 
lished so that all hands may carry out their 
constitutional guarantee of the right to 
vote.

If you like to pick up the receiver and 
get your party NOW, you'll get results if 
you follow some of these suggestions drawn 
up by the operators themselves: 


1. Know your number and give it dis-— 


tinctly. 

2, Always repiare 
seconds between calls. 

8. If you expect a call, leave the number 
oat which you can be reached. 

4. In transferring a call, flash the oper- 
ator. Hanging up may break the con- 
nection. 

5. The hours of heaviest traffic are be- 
tween 0800 and 1400 and 1630 and. 1800. 
Keep this in mind when placing calls. 

6. Do not place casual calls during fire 
drills or other emergencies. Operators are 
busy at this time. 

7. Do not tie up 
lengthy personal calls. 
Off-station Calls 
1. Ask for “Outside” when placing Tilla- 

mook calls. 

2. In placing cails to other areas, give 
cperator necessary information. 

3. If you expect a long-distance call, keep 
your line free or keep the operator advised 
where you may be reached.

Know Your Airships 


The Shenandoah, first American “rigid”, 


was built by the U. S. Navy in 1923. Based 
on the design of the 1916 Model Zeppelin 


L-49, it was really obsolete before it was 


flown. This experimental ship, designed 
for training purposes, had a gas volume of 
2,148,000 cu. ft. Powered with a Packard 
motor, its maximum speed was 58 knots. 
With an over all length of 680 ft. and a 
diameter of 78.7 ft., its useful lift was 46,- 
600 lbs. 

It was flown by Navy crews for two years 
before it crashed in September, 1925, at 
Ada, Ohio. The great ship broke in two; 
however, expert handling by the crew, one 
of whom was Rear Admiral C. E. Rosen- 
dahl, saved all but 14 of the 43 men aboard.

“Shooting Star’ on Horizon 


Washington (CNS)—The P-80 Shooting 
Star, the U. S. Army’s first jet-propelled 
combat plane, has been given “top priority” 
for volume production. The Lockheed Air- 
craft Corporation, which worked with the 
Army Air Forces in developing the “Shoot- 
ing Star” described it as “the fastest fight- 
er in the skies,’ and indicated that a new 
type of wing employed aerodynamic in- 
novations that would prepare it to ap- 
proach the speed of sound. Lockheed also 
described its ceiling as “well above” that of 
propeiler-driven planes (about 40,000 feet) 
and said that it “operates over any of the 
ranges that conventional pursuit ships of 
today are called upon to perform.”
